The special committee considering 


the eable bill reported recommending 
the passage of the bill with an amend- 
ment giving an exclusive franchise for 
20 years for a cable between Hono- 
lulu and Japan. The committee be" 
lieved that the franchise affecting the 
Islands in the South Pacific should not 
be' exclusive. The report was received 
to be considered with the bill. The 
recommendation of the committee is 
as follows: 


In the Opinion of this committee, 


the matter of cable communication of 
these Islands with the outside world 
comes next to annexation, and if ob- 
tained* will build up this port, so that 
it will be known as the "Queenstown 
of the Pacific," and will confer on Ho- 
nolulu relatively the same advantages 
and prosperity that the Reciprocity 
Treaty gave to the Islands as a whole. 


The bill introduced gave the Pacific 


Cable Co. an exclusive franchise for 
20 years from and beyond the Hawai- 
ian Islands to any other Islands in the 
Pacific Ocean and to Japan; the corn- 


passed second reading. Third reading 
was aet for Wednesday. 


The Senate also passed at sexmd 


reading the House bill fixing the duty 
on spirituous liquors, etc., iiile from 
materials other than grape juice. The 
hill as pkssed by the House stipulated 
that BUC» beverages mentioned In the 
bill, if containing 9 per cent and not 
more than 14 per cent of alcohol, 
should be subject to pay a Juty of CO 
bents per gallon; more than 14 per 
cent and not more than 21 per rent 
of alcohol, should pay a duty of |1 
per gallon. It also provided that «ake, 
if containing not more than 17 per 
cent of alcohol, should be subject to 
pay a specific duty of 60 cents per 
gallon. 


The amendments recommended by

United States by cable. 


The right of laying a caffte between 


here and the Pacific Coast of the Unit- 
ed States Is not exclusive nor was 
an exclusive right asked for that por- 
tion of the line. The principal reason 
of granting an exclusive right between 
nere and Japan, la that the cost of 
laying is geeat (estimated at $ 10,000,- 
000), 
and if that amount of money 


should be spent, the projectors would 
naturally want some assurance that 
they would not have opposition be- 
tween here and Japan for some time. 


This committee think as long as no 


exclusive franchise is granted between 
these Islands, the north west coast of 
America and the Islands of the Pacific 
Ocean that lie south of the 10th degree 
of north latitude, no objection can be 
made by any'foreign power whose in- 
terests are paramount or controlling 
in this part of the world. 


The report concludes by incorpora- 


ting its recommendations relative to 
the Islands of the North Pacific.

NAVAL STBATEGY. 


In the book recently published, titled 


"Drake and the Tudor Navy," the au- 
thor of which is Julian S. Corbett, an 
Interesting and fascinating account is 
given, in tbe second volume of Admir- 
al Drake's characteristics as a figthlng 
man. At tbe present moment -when the 
United States are probably at war with 
Spain, a study of the achievements of 
a fighting admiral like Drake, who 
fought the Spanish Armada and was 
known to tbe Spanish people as the 
Dragon, is especially Interesting.

the admirals of the United State* have 
organlted a naval campaign so far as 
w» can now ae*, on tbe principles 
which guided Drake in his assaults on 
tbe SpaittRli porrer.

We need some one who can put 
the best preparations from those flow- 
ers on tbe London market as the best 
prices. Some one must do a lot of very 
Intelligent work. Such work must be 
paid for, Jnst as all good brain work 
tnuct be paid for, unle.se there 1? a

It is one of the embarrassnientfl of 


the situation here, that tne planters, on 
business and selflst grounds, will op- 
pose the development pf small indus- 
tries over the Islands. Of course there 
are always exceptions to be made»in 
generalizing. For there are some plan- 
ters who would hot oppose the estab- 
lishment of diversified Industries.. 
.'^ 


But the average planter will reason 


in this way: "So long as the cultiva- 
tion and production of sugar, is the 
main industry, and upon which the 
laborers must rely, the rate of wages, 
is largely within the control of the 
planting interest The establishment 
of other industries may create a diver- 
sion, especially if it .happens, that the 
returns from any of these new indus- 
tries'are larger to the laborer than the 
returns from plantation wotk. Why 
then should the planting interest en' 
courage the establishment of that 
which may seriously injure it?" The 
argument is, from the ordinary busi- 
ness point of view, a sound one. We 
can hardly expect the planting inter-, 
eat to move in such a matter with any 
more alacrity than the small boy who 
is directed by his father to go into the 
garden and cut a switch, which Is, he 
distinctly knows, to be used about Ms 
own legs. 
. - 


It may be said in reply, that diversi- 


fied small industries that give employ- i 
ment to women and children, will fav-- 
orably affect tbe condition of the lab*! 
orers on the plantations, by increasing. 
their home comforts. This might .be 
so, in some cases. But we accept it tot 
a fact, that no class of laborers are, qn 
the whole, very much in love with 
plantation life, and will escape from it 
whenever better opportunities are of- 
fered. We are npt criticising tbe plan- 
ting interest for this condition of 
things. Tbe same conditions exist in 
nearly all of tbe agrricnltural portions 
of the United States. The whole ten- 
dency of modern education, and 
tnent, is towards independence upon 
the soil. Any new agricultural indus- 
try that enable* a man to become bis 
own master, is a movement hostile to- 
wards penal contract labor or cheap 
labor.

Senator Lyman. yesterday, presented 


to the Senate a report from a commit- 
tee of which he is chairman, recom- 
mending the passage of a law which 
will enable the Republic to obtain pos- 
session of and preserve. the ancient 
,(heathen temples) heiaus. 


I- The object of this proposed .law is 
ostensibly the harmless preservation 
of relics. Bu( is the public ready to 
accept this explanation, without fur- 
ther inquiry? Senators Lyman, Bald- 
win, Wilcox and Rjtce are sons of the 
older missionaries. As business men 
and citizens they sire above suspicion. 
All of them have had the opportunities 
of obtaining pious educations at Pnna- 
hon, although they may not have 
worked these opportunities for all they 
were worth. 


.But when these Senators approve of 
a measure for restoring the ancient 
heathen temples, which their fathers 
labored earnestly to destroy, their mo- 
tives should be closely scrutinized. If 
the descendants of Hewahewai the 
chief priest who recommended the de- 
struction of the idols in the early part 
of the century made this movement to* 
wards restoration, it would be natural 
•and logical enough, on the theory that 
history is like the ring of a circus, and 
the riders come around to the same 
starting point it is not the heathen 
that back this measure, but the sons of 
the men who tried to make heathenism 
an unhealthy recreation. Why do they 
6wlre to "rehabilitate the pastr Is 
this an insidious scheme for restoring 
the ancient abominable rites and cere- 
monies, whose rules compelled the wo- 
men to eat in place* separate from the 
men and cut them off from fee cream?

ian born, are now tired of the religion 
Imported in these Islands by tbelr 
fathers, and desire to revert to tbe an- 
cient Institutions of tbe land, on the 
ground that tbe religion of the whit* 
man, an well as tbe white man himself, 
"cannot work in tbe tropics."

Said to Be a Clever Story-Love 


and War In Olden Times.

"An Island God: A Tale of the-First 


Kamehameha," 'by Gurdon S. Mumford, 
is a pretty little story, written in a 
light, pleasing style, with a semi-his- 
torical background, and presents the 
picturesque period which preceded the 
amalgamation and civilization of the 
Hawaiian Islands. The scenes of the 
story are laid on the Jsland of Oahu, 
where is situated the present chief 
city, Honolulu—at the time when Ka- 
laniknpule was king. 


The story relates the adventures of 


:a Jesuit priest who is wrecked on the 
tropical Island of Oahu, and is held a 
prisbner by the natives, who believe 
him a god. He is beloved by a native 
;girl, Aloha, who, when he is about to 
"toe sacrificed by the king to appease 
the anger of the pagan gods, proposes 
that he fly to her tribe and act as their 
leader in making terms of peace with 
the great Kamehameha, who is on the 
point of attacking the Island, having 
just conquered Maul. Her only stipu- 
lation is that he take Her for his wife. 
Owing to the priest's pledge of celiba- 
cy, lie bids her go. Later In the day, 
Kamehameha lands with his followers, 
and having been informed by Aloha 
of the place where Kalanikupnle has 
gathered his men, hastens to save the 
life of the white god. But he is too 
late, for as they draw near the temple 
of sacrifice, built of bleached bones 
and grinning skulls, the priest, his 
body bruised and charred beyond rec- 
ognition, springs out from the pillar 
of smoke, only to fall dead at their 
feet-

The Act for a General 


Employment Agency* 


President!*! Appointment-Office In 


HonolulUT-Dutlee—Ree* Go Into 


Treasury *a Realization. 


Thty is; tbe text of tbe "General 


Employment Agency" bill introduced 
into tbe House by Minister Cooper: 


Section L Tbe President shall es- 


tablish a general employment agency 
by appointing, with the approval of tbe 
Cabinet, with the Dower of removal 
upon similar approval, a suitable per- 
son who shall be known as the Em; 
ployment Agent and who ehaU keep 
an office In Honolulu for the purpose of 
receiving applications for'employment 
and for workers, and also for promot- 
ing the hiring of candidates for em- 
ployment by those desiring workers. 


Section 2. The Employment Agent 


shall receive at regular specified hours 


• applications for employment and shall 
'record, the names and places of resi- 
dence of the applicants, with such in- 
formation as to their competency, pre- 
vious engagements and termination,- 
thereof, and their reputations as to 
industry and steadiness as shall be ob- 
tainable and desirable; also applica- 
tions of employers for workers, and to 
-record the names and places of resi- 
dence of the applicants, and their re- 
quirements as to the desired workers, 
with such Information as to the con- 
templated employment, wages, house 
accommodations, cost of living, and 
other matter appertaining to the con- 
templated hiring as shall be desirable. 


Section 3. The Employment Agent 


shall front- lime to time, as he shall 
consider necessary, give public notice 
in some newspaper or by poster, .of the 
wants of employers and of those seek- 
ing employment respectively, accord- 
ing to applicants recorded in his office 
as aforesaid'. 
, 


Section 4. The Employment Agent 


shall use his good offices in bringing 
employers and candidates for employ- 
ment together and to promote engage- 
ments for work upon a fair under- 
standing and reasonable terms in those 
cases in which he can recommend both 
parties to each other In the relation of 
employer, and employe. ' 


Section 5. The Employment Agent

Section 6. The-Employment Agent

Larger Cemetery* 


The act in the House for the purpose 


of providing a new cemetery for Hono- 
lulu vests authority of selection of 
ground In the Cabinet and the Coun- 
cil of State. When the report recom- 
mending the passage of the bill was 
presented yesterday, it met with dls 
tlnct opposition from one man. L. L. 
McCandless said he understood that 
acreage was to be taken seven miles 
from town. He proposed an amend- 
men confining cemetery sites for So- 
noluln within the .bounds of the dis- 
trict of Kona, Mr. McCandless sug- 
gested a place near Hoanalua and an- 
other near Palolo. He said that a .dis- 
tant cemetery would work a great 
hardship on poor people. Mr. McCand- 
less cited that during April there bad 
been burled 52 children under the age 
of five years. In most of these cases 
but a single carriage had Jbeen used. 
If it had been required to go to a dis- 
tant cemetery that expense would have 
been a heavy burden. 


For Consumptive Ward. 


The plan to have In connection with 


the Queen's Hospital a ward for con- 
sumptives was discussed yesterday by 
the Cabinet and Messrs. F. A. Schaefer. 
J. B. Atherton and John F. Bckardt, 
representing the hospital. The special 
inquiry was as to what financial sap- 
port the Government would give the 
new departure. It it understood that 
President Dole and the Ministers* favor 
the MM. The question of locating the 
ward on the premUtt to the hospital 
wu not made tbe subject of discussion.
